Enhancement of the powers of 
the state owing to modern condi- 
tions could take place without dan- 
ger, the Pope said, “if clear knowl- 
edge and proper appreciation of the 
real importance, role and purpose 
of the state had progressed at the 
same speed.“ Then, he declared, 
they could serve the state as a 
balance wheel and controlling agent 
“preventing the state from en- 
larging its powers, because of con- 
siderations quite different from 
those of economic and social needs, 
into fields, especially cultural, 
which the state had better leave to 
the free initiative of citizens.” 


This true knowledge of the 
state’s function is often lacking in 
not only those who look upon the 
state as the source of their pro- 
file or suffer through it, but even 
those who have the mission to give 
a state its constitution, the Pope 
declared, 


—— 


The state is not “an omnipotence 


oppressing all legitimate auton- 
omy,” he said. Its function is 
rather “to promote an intimate 
coalition, an active cooperative of 
its members toward higher unity 
. . Neither the individual nor the 
family must be absorbed by the 
state. 


Speaking about the “luxurious 
growth’ of “plans” and “unifica- 
tions” in the presen times, the Pon- 
tiff noted, “We willingly recognize 
that within just limits they can be 
desirable or even required by cir- 
cumstances and, let it be said once 
more, what We reject is merely ex- 
cessive state power. But who does 
not see, in these conditions, the 
harm resulting from the fact that 
the last word in affairs of state 
would be reserved to pure techni- 
cians of organization?” 

The last word, he maintained, be- 
longs to those “who regard the 
state as a living entity . . . Those 
who administer, in the name of the 
state, not man immediately but 
the affairs of the country in such 
a way that individuals never find 
themselves—either in private or 
social lives—smothered under the 
weight of state administration,” 
the Pope said.

ILE all the rest of the

enjoyed the greatest prosperity 
our country has ever had. There 
was full employment, high wages, 
and with it all the consequences 
which are associated with material 
prosperity. The greatest harm 
was done by our losing the sense 
of spiritual values, and even of 
morality. Crime was never so ram- 
pant as it is today, especially 
among juveniles; home life has 
been all but destroyed, and we have 
a pleasure-mad citizenry. Our 
country is no longer Christian ex- 
cept in name. Most of its people 
are practical atheists, no matter 
what their outward ~profession 
—_— be if they were interrogat- 


One-half of the population be- 
longs to no church, and it is likely 
that it is little given to prayer, 
and in its estimation, morals are 
made by men, and, therefore, 
change with the times. Our states- 
men have never given our citizenry 
any example of strong faith and 
have never shown any resentment 
te, or even fear of the consequen- 
ces of reckless living. If they 
themselves were genuine believers 
in a personal God, they would 
know that in His estimation these 
evils outweigh everything material.

HE Mass of Canonization, the 

first ever to be celebrated in 
honor of the new St. Mary Goretti, 
was set for Sunday morning, June 
25, at 10:00. And in Rome that 
meant exactly 10 A.M. for the Holy 
Father, who was to pontificate, is 
well known for his promptness. 


Our passes, provided through 
— the courtesy of Msgr. Fioretti, Di- 
rector of the Vatican Press and 
Radio, gained us excellent spots 
to view the entire proceed We 
were not more than 20 fest from 
the Papal Throne which faces the 
high altar from the apse of St. 
Peter’s. From here we could not 
only watch the Mass but could also 
observe the Holy Father as he 
passed directly in front of us on 
this way to the throne. 


Surrounding us were members 
of the diplomatic corps, their wives 
and families. The diplomatic corps | ey 
consists of the official representa- * 
tives of nations throughout the 4 
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Order and several of his priests 
including the Postulator of the 
Cause, Father Mauro. (The Pas- 
sionist Fathers had charge of the 
church at Nettuno where St. Mary 
Goretti attended Mass.) Nearest 
to the throne on the left hand 
side sat the Goretti family.

A brilliant morning sun 
shone down through “Bernini’s 
lory’—the tremendous dome of 
St. Peter’s—and the atmosphere 
seemed filled with a translucent 
golden mist. 

All of this awaited the entrance 
of the Holy Father, which was 
soon to come with dramatic sud- 
denness. Promptly at ten o'clock 
a fanfare of silver trumpets sound- 
ed from the balcony. Simultane- 
ously every light in the basilica 
came on and—well, here was heav- 
en come down to earth! The Holy 
Father seated again on the Sedia 
Gestatoria and proceeded by many 
priests, bishops, cardinals, and 
honorary guards, came into view 
at the rear entrance and was

REV. RICHARD GINDER 


ENCOURAGED by his success in 
Millersburg, Father Noll de- 
cided to open a series of lectures 
for the Protestants of Kendall- 
ville, to run indefinitely on Sunday 
nights. These were well attended. 
In fact, the pastor of the local 
“Church of Christ,” together with 
his parish trustees, was there for 
the talk on Purgatory. On their 
way home afterwards, one of the 
men suggested to the preacher 
that he answer the priest. 


The minister conceded that the 
Catholic position on gy sp was 
well nigh invulnerable. It was not 
a theme that could easily be refut- 
ed. However, since the priest had 
talked on the subject of Infallibil- 
ity the previous Sunday—a lecture 
which the minister had not at- 
tended—he told his elders that he 
would deliver a rejoinder on that 
subject. He announced it through 
the Kendallville papers, and also 
on a blackboard in the Post Of- 
fice, since almost everyone drop- 
ped in there at least once a day 
to pick up his mail. The subject 
of this talk was “The Locks and 
Keys to Heaven and Hell.” 


Father Noll ignored all this until 
finally the minister, galled by the 
capacity crowds of Protestants sit- 
ting in the Catholic church every 
Sunday evening, thrust himself on 
the priest by challenging him to a 
debate. He sent the challenge by 
a special messenger and then an- 
nounced it in the paper. As his 
topic he posed the question, “Is 
the Church of Christ the True 
Church ?” 


In his reply Father Noll wrote: 


“We Catholics believe that the 
Church of Christ is the one true 
Church, but we claim that ours 
alone is that Church. Let me prove 
the Roman Catholic Church to be 
the original Christian Church,” he 
continued, “and then you may at- 
tempt to prove that your denomin- 
ation called “The Church of 
Christ,” is*that original Church.” 

The minister, acknowledging the 
receipt of this letter, went on to 
remark: 

“You would be placing me on 
‘partisan’ grounds, which is not 
fair’—whatever he meant by that. 
He also proposed that an admis- 
sion fee be charged at the door 
to defray the expenses of having 
stenographers take down the pro- 
ceedings. 

The priest promptly objected on 
the ground that people might come 
to view the whole thing as a crass 
money-making proposition. 

The preacher chose to answer 
this in a letter to the editor: 

“Let me tell Father Noll,“ he 
wrote, “that the Roman Catholic 
Church is the last institution on 
earth to give the people something 
for nothing. The fees of the con- 
fessional demonstrate the opposite, 
for. here the priest gives nothing 
for something.” 

The editor was fair-minded 
enough to allow the priest plenty 
of space for a rebuttal of this 
witty improvisation. Father Noll 
waded in so forcefully, so effec- 
tively, that the ignorance of his 
opponent was held to scorn before 
the whole community with the re- 
sult that before the week was out, 
the trustees of the “Church of 
Christ” had asked their pastor’s 
resignation, and he was forced to 
leave the city. 

However, Father Noll was never 
the one to sidestep an argument 
where he thought there was a pos- 
sibility of doing some good. For

It was hard to calculate the 
purpose of the meeting except for 
the collection which would be tak- 
en up.

The entry did not escape the 
notice of the committee either— 
but with them it was more ner- 
vousness than indignation.

Nevertheless, the chairman got 
to his feet and made his introduc- 
tion, extolling the virtue, scholar- 
ship, experience, and complete re- 
liability of the Reverend Mr. F. F. 
DeLong, who this night was bring- 
ing them a “message” of singular 
interest. 

Mr. DeLong’s talk was hardly 
theological or even philosophical in 
import. He did not discuss the 
merits of Private Judgment as 
against Authority in Religion, nor 
did he touch on the necessity—or 
lack of it—of a sacrificing priest- 
hood. Instead, he launched forth 
on a harrangue that accused Cath- 
olics, and particularly their priests 
and sisters, of everything from 
barratry to blasphemy. He cov- 
ered his ground very thoroughly. 
Not one slander was passed over: 
the False Decretals, the Inquisi- 
tion, Galileo, the immuring of 
nuns, and even Pius IX on Modern- 
ism. For his peroration he re- 
served a lot of lascivious charges 
involving alleged immoralities in 
monasteries and convents.

HAVE you ever heard someone calling you? Loudly? In-

Me! A nun! God doesn't want me 
to be a nun! 

They determine to get rid of the 
thought, but it persists. If this 
happens they ought to seek counsel 
from an adviser, or better yet, if 
they have a regular confessor, or a 
spiritual director, seek advice from 
him. There follow days of prayer, 
times of certainty, and an increas- 
ing desire to surrender; times 
again of doubt. They’ll make good 
use of their retreat, and in the 
silence and prayer of those days 
God’s Will becomes clearer. At last 
they'll reach a decision. This was 
the easy part. 

One of the hardest things they 
must face is getting their parents’ 
consent. This obtained they'll be- 
gin to “Get ready.” There will 
follow a letter, or a visit to the 
Mother Superior. The girl will be 
told she must get a recommenda- 
tion from her pastor, certificates of 
her Baptism and Confirmation, a 
certificate of health from her phy- 
sician and there are certain forms 
which she herself must fill out. If 
these are satisfactory her entrance 
day is set. Then comes one of the 
really hard things-——the break from 
home and family. She has a double

The letters from home don’t help, 
but after some time she begins to 
feel at home in her new home. The 
life grips her. She begins to study 
herself. How could she have been 
so satisfied with herself? The big 
task of making herself — to 
her Beloved has begun. Before long 
she has been made a postulant. 
This brings a new duty of ‘morn- 
ing meditation. At the end of her 
first year she is told that if she 
wishes she may prepare herself 
for the reception of the habit. An 
eight day retreat precedes this 
great day. This is one of the nice 
things. Christ seems so close, so 
lovable. Nothing is too much to 
give Him. Eight days alone with 
her Beloved. No happiness on earth 
can compare with the realization 
of the closeness of the soul to 
Christ. 

At last her morning of offering 
dawns. Clothed in her bridal attire 
she enters the chapel for Mass. At 
the Pater Noster she leaves and 
when she returns she will be dres- 
sed as a Spouse of Christ. To make 
herself still more forgotten she is 
given another name. 


Bride Of Christ 


And now life begins in earnest. 
The two years of Novitiate, which 
may be termed a long retreat, are 
of formation. The novice spends 
her time studying the history of 
her Order, the rules and regula- 
tions of her Community, the mean- 
ing and obligations of the Vows, 
and the special work of her Insti- 
tute. Her character is tested and 
molded. After her novitiate train- 
ing she is ready to seal the prom- 
ises she has made so often in her 
heart, by publicly vowing to God 
the observance of Poverty, Chas- 
tity, and Obedience, and maybe the 
fourth vow of Instruction of Youth. 
She makes these vows for three 
years, and at the end of this time, 
she pronounces them for life if she 
wants to. 

What will she be doing now? 
Most people know little about the 
externals of her life. Briefly, it'll 
be something like this. Around 5:00 
a. m. she’ll rise, and go to the chap- 
el for Morning Prayer, Office, and 
a half hour of Mental Prayer, Holy 
Mass, and Holy Communion. 
Breakfast follows this, after which 
she will make a short visit to the 
Blessed Sacrament, and then she 
goes to her classroom. If she is in 
a parish school she will take her 
pupils to Mass. After asking God’s 
blessing on the day’s work, the 
teacher and her pupils spend the 
morning in the learning process. 
At about 11:30 there will be lunch, 
and then back to the books until 
about 2:30 or 3:00. : 

After dismissal she will spend 
her time in conferences with par- 
ents, helping retarded children, 
tidying up her classroom, prepar- 
ing the altar and vestments for the 
next day’s Mass, and Vespers. At 
5:00 there will be Office in Choir, 
and another half hour of Mental 
Prayer. Tien come supper and rec- 
reation. At 7:30 the nun will go to 
the chapel for spiritual reading and 
night prayer, after which she will 
go to her room to correct papers, 
and. prepare her for the 
next day. After a last “Good 
Night” to her Lord she turns out 
her light at ten o’clock, A seven- 
teen hour day, and she will begin 
again tomorrow at five.

and her pupils. She must seek to 
become a spiritual mother to her 
pupils. God has given to His Cath- 
olic children a trinity of mothers:

Chaplains Brave Gunfire In Korea 
As Call Goes Out For More Priests 


‘While Catholic chaplains braved 

communist e in Korea to 
bring spiritual solace to American 
troops, Bishops in this country 
called for more chaplain volunteers 
to swell their ranks and also di- 
rected their flocks to pray for 
peace, 


A Catholic chaplain from Wash- 
ington, D. C., eut off from his 
regiment for four days during the 
fighting around Taejon, - finally 
worked his way back to the U. 8. 
lines. Another chaplain made an 
eight-hour round trip over rugged 
mountain roads in a jeep to get 
food for a hungry battalion at the 
front. 


Two chaplains are known to have 
been killed in the Korean war so 
far. One, Father Herman G. Fel- 
hoelter, O.F.M., was slain by 
Korean communist troops while 
earing for wounded Americans 
Identity of the other chaplain, 
killed at the front by a strafing 
North Korean plane, has been 
withheld pending notification of 
relatives. 


On the home front, several]! 


members of the American Hier- 
archy have issued a call for chap- 
lain volunteers to minister to the 
expanding armed forces. Others 
have responded to the Pope’s plea 
for a crusade of prayer for peace 
in the new encyclical, “Summi 
Maeroris,” by directing public 
prayers be offered for peace. At 
the same time, the Chaplain’s Aid 
Society has called attention to the 
need for additional help in funds, 
volunteer labor, and the collection 
of religious articles—especially 


“broken rosaries,” which the so- 
ciety’s volunteer workers can re- 
pair and send to Catholic chap- 
lains for distribution. 


On the same — that the Corps C 


of Chaplains celebrated its 175th 
anniversary, the safe return of 
Father Edward S. Dorsey, O. P., of 
Washington, D. C., to his regiment 
near 8 was reported in news- 
papers. Father Dorsey, a veteran 
of the Battle of the Bulge during 
World War II, had been cut off 
by North Korean forces for four 
days. 

Father Francis C. Biel, O. F. M.. 
Conv., of Baltimore brought back 
a jeepload of bread to a hungry 
battalion on the Korean front lines, 
after traveling eight hours over 
rugged mountain roads. He was 
accompanied by another chaplain, 
apparently not a priest. 


In a letter to his parents Father 
Francis wrote: “I haven’t slept in 
three days—the boys are really 
working hard.” The 37-year-old 
priest is a graduate of St. Francis 
College in Granby, Mass., and has 
in various parishes in 
Pennsylvania, New York and Mas- 
sachusetts. 


A chaplain at the headquarters 
of Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker in 
Korea wrote in a letter that “we 
are counting on the prayers of 
the folks back home, especially in 
honor of Our Lady of Fatima, to 
keep the fight from developing 
into World War III.” 

The writer, Msgr. Robert J. 
Sherry of Cincinnati, added that 
“at present I’m the only chaplain 
at headquarters; the other chap-

A United Press dispatch by 
Peter Kalischer from the First 
avalry Division lines in Korea 
told how four Korean Catholic 
nuns were doing their best to com- 
fort American GI’s within cannon 
shot of the front. Members of the 
French congregation of St. Paul 
of Chartres, only one of them 
spoke English. 

“Tt makes us happy,” she told 
the correspondent at a church near 
the lines, “to see American soldiers 
at prayer here.” 

Mr. Kalischer reported that “the 
GI’s who have suddenly come with- 
in the shadow of their church to 
pray, and to fight and die, have 
come to the Sisters as a new re- 
sponsibility.” 

In a call for Catholic priests to 
serve the armed forces as chap- 
lains, the chancery office of the 
Archdiocese of New York said 
that His Eminence Francis Car- 
dinal Spellman, Archbishop of 
New York, “is accepting volunteers 
from among the priests of the 
archdiocese, more especially from 
those ordained between the years 
1940 and 1947.“ 

As Military Vicar for the armed 
forces and head of the Military 
Ordinariate, Cardinal Spellman has 
invited the attention of all the 
Bishops of the United States to the 
fact that increases in the number 
of men in the armed forces will 
necessitate additional appoint- 
ments to the Chaplains Corp, and 
he was said to be confident that, 
“as in World War II,” the response 
will “amply fulfill the need.”

Tito Regime Manufactures 


Crime To Fit Punishment 


Rome —(NC)— Instead of mak- 
ing the punishment fit the crime, 
Tito’s Communist regime fabri- 
cates the crime to fit the punish- 


ment it has beforehand decided to 


give. 

This charge is made by Civilta 
Cattolica, Jesuit review published 
here, in an article entitled “Relig- 
ious Persecution and the Adminis- 
tration of Justice in Yugoslavia.” 

The Reds are forced to invent 
crimes by pressure of their own 
doctrines, the magazine points out. 
Communism does not consider it- 
self at liberty to permit oppon- 
ents to live freely within a country 
controlled by it. They must be 
either converted or destroyed. The 
simplest method of destruction 
Communism has found so far is 
“trial” and imprisonment of ‘these 
opponents on charges. 


The article describes some of 
the machinery used by the Tito 


regime to build up alleged crimes, 


rticularly against Church offic-

uress to spy on r priests for 
—— — and to sign 

false statements against them; 
priests are seized by police and 
subjected to questioning and 


threats in an effort to get incrim- 
inating information about the 
Bishop and fellow priests. Curates 
are questioned with a view to 
building up a case against pastors. 


One priest who refused to co- 
operate with the regime’s effort 
to pin a crime on the Bishop was 
arrested and sentenced on charges 
of “immorality,” the article says. 
A curate received the same treat- 
ment for refusal to testify against 
the pastor. A third priest, the 
magazine states, who refused to 
cooperate with Tito’s police was 
beaten and starved so severely 
that he became tubercular. 


The article states it cannot men- 
tion the names and places of these 
priests for “obvious” reasons. 


Describing life in a Yugoslav 
—— the article says that a 
ishop and other priests are con- 
fined in a damp, dark subterran- 
ean cell. Another priest, 78 years 
old, is kept in the worst prison in 
his area. The imprisoned secre- 
tary of a Bishop tuber- 
culosis because of an insufficient 
prison diet.

Confraternity Puts 
Out Translation 
Of Book Of Psalms 


Washington —(NC)— A new 
English translation by American 
scholars of the Book of Psalms, the 
masterful spiritual lyrics of the 
Old Testament, has been announced 
here by the scopal Committee 
of the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine. 


Under sponsorship of the Con- 
fraternity, members of the Cath- 
olic Biblical Association of Am- 
erica have 121 a second step 
in the vast task of translating the 
Old Testament into English from 
the original Scriptural language. 
In 1948 the first product of their 
work, the Book of Genesis, was 
published. It is now in its second 
printing. The Confraternity is- 
sued a new English version of the 
New Testament in 1941 which has 
sold well over a million copies. 


Benedictine Monks of St. Mein- 
rad’s Abbey, under the direction 


of Dom Eberhard Olinger, O. S. B., 


translated the Psalter from the or- 
iginal Hebrew, preserving the bal- 
anced thought and structure which 
is distinctive of these lyric poems. 
In the new version, published by 
the St. Anthony Guild Press at 
Paterson, N. J., the Psalms appear 
in poetic verse form, although 
they do not rhyme or scan. 


Modern English is used in the 
translation, with such archaisms 
as “thou” eliminated. Since the 
translators went back to the origi- 
nal language of the Psalms, fre- 
quent changes in wording from the 
standard Douay-Rheims English 
version of the Latin Vulgate oc- 
eur. While no attempt was made 
to be consciously poetic in trans- 
lating, the lyric beauty of the 
Psalms often shines through more 
effectively than in the Douay- 
Rheims version.
